' MASTER. 


SHIPOWNERS' STATEMENT. 


In the monthly circular of the 
British Coasting and Near .Trades 
Shipowners’. Association appears 
the following very interesting arti- 
cle on pilotage looked at from the 
owner’s point of view:— 

' It fs eany to imagine that one of 
the regular occupations of owners 
{s the criticigm of the disbursement 
accounts which frequently pass 
through their hands, with emphatic 
expressions as to the excessive and 
exorbitant charges of certain ports, 
and usually pilotage is far from be- 
ing the least of such items. When 
it is found that often the situation| 
cannot. be remedied owing to com-|’ 
pulsory pilotage, even though the 
service of a pilot may not be neces- 
sary, it is no exaggeration to ‘aay 
there are genuine grounds for dis- 
satisfaction. Yet jt is found that

Beginnings of Compulsory Pilotage, 
The claims of pilots for the last 
seventy years have culminated in a 
demand for general compulsory 
pilotage.

‘Before the Pilotage Act, 1913, 
came into force, a ship employing a 
compulsory pilot could claim im- 
munity from a liability for damage 
whilst the pilot was in charge. Al- 
though the Select Committee of 
1888 recommended the abolition of 
such immunity no change was made 
in the law until 1918, when the 
Pilotage Act, Sect. 15 (1) said :— 

. +. the owner or master of a 
vessel navigating .under circum- 
stances in which pilotage is com- 
pulsory shall be answerable for any 
loss or damage caused by the vessel 
or by any default of the navigation 
of the vessel in the same manner.as 
he would if pilotage were not com- 

ulsory.” 

From thia it will ‘be gathered that 
the position of any pilot, whether 
compulsory or voluntary, is that he 
is’ simply on board‘in an advisory 
capacity, and no Mability ~ for

CONDITION OF REFUGEES 
PITIFUL. 


CHURCH SPIRES LIKE ROCKS. 


New Orleans, May 18. ° 

After a week’s lull, the floods 
in Louisiana are again assuming 
scilous proportions, hundreds. of 
thousands of acres of land and 
thousands of homes being 
threatened by the bursting of 
the levee on the Bayou des 
Glaises. 

The condition of the refugees 
iy of the most pitiful description. 
Women and children, many of 
whom are poorly clad and almost 
starving, are to. be seen every- 
where’ on the roofs of houses and 
other buildings. In some cases 
human beings and animals are 
finding a common refuge on rafts. 
The Church spires stand out like 
yocks from the waste of waters, 
and hungry birds of prey perch 
on the trees waiting for the floods 
to subside—Reuter's American 
Service.

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‘NATIVE CREDULITY? 


THE INDIAN STORY ABOUT 
A WOLF-CHILD. - 


LONDON SPECIALIST’S VIEW. 


_ London, April 25. 
Contributing to the correspon- 
dence in “The Times” on the sub- 
ject of the recently-discovered 
Indian “wolf-child," Sir Robert 
Armatrong-Jones discredits such 
stories, which, he declares, are 
due to native credulity. ; 
‘The survival of defenceless 
children among wolves, tigers and 
jackets is incredible, as also is the 

Japse of 2 child to-be brute level. 
[A Bombay message of April 5 
stated:—-A jungle child, discover- 
ed by some herdsmen in a wolves’ 
cave far from human habitation 
at Maiwani, 76 miles from Allaha- 
bad, now is in the work-house in 
Allahabad, under medical observa- 
tion, preparatory to being taken 
to the Bareilly Mental Home. 
The child is a boy, judged to be 
between seven and twelve years 
old, and is under-nourished and 
shows distinct signs of mental de- 
ficiency. In appearance he is little 
different from an ordinary child, 
but in-his actions he betrays signs 
of his upbringing, The child can 
walk, but’in moments of what are 
considered* to be abnormality, he 
evidently prefers to crawl, sitting 
on his haunches with his legs curl- 
ed up, and propelling himself for- 
ward with the palms of his hands 
on the ground.

“stupid people.” They quarrelled 
about it .and accused remarked 
that the foreman was “No good to 
him if-he could not cheat the 
Government.” 

, Accused did not tell the com- 
plainant that his services would 
be dispensed with, but when he 
turned up to work with his two 
clansmen ‘they’ found another 
foreman was in charge of the 
‘gang and they were ‘not allowed 
on the launch. 

“Mr, Lindsell ordered ‘the ac- 
cuged to pay 60 cents to one of the 
coolies; and struck out the other 


.|man’s share because he went to 


Canton after the summons ‘was 
{taken out and was not on hand 
to support the claim. The fore- 
man’s claim for $1.00 failed be- 
cause the Magistrate was unable 
to find that he had in fact been 
engaged by the accused. 
’ Before the accused left the 
Court, Mr. Lindsell said to him 
“LT have no doubt you did as 
alleged by the complainant. You 
be careful with your ways, I will 
yeport you to the Government.”
